IRRIGATION MUST 
SUPPORT ITSELF 


Edmonton, Feb. 27.—A_ preliminary 
report on the investigations by Dr. 
John A. Widtsoe, into the irrigation 
problem of the Lethbridge Northern 
project is expected to be put into the 
hands of the Alberta government on 
Monday, by special messenger, and ac- 
cording to men interested, will ex- 
press an adverse view toward any 
further government assistance of the 
project. 

The grist of the findings will be that 
irrigation: must stend on its. own 
feet with, perhaps, a little longer 
spread of time in the making of the 
payment. According to those who pro- 
fess to have some information on the 
point, the proposals will be for spread- 
ing the term of payments over a per- 
iod of 50 years instead of 30, as at 
present. Also, for the first five years, 
the payments will be on a sliding 
seale, ranging upward probably from 
$2.00 an acre the first year to a maxi- 
mun of $5.00 in the fifth year. 

The preliminary report will indi- 
cate that there is no reason why ir- 
rigation in Southern Alberta cannot be 
made a complete success and sustain 
itself from inception up to the produc- 
tion point on its own finances; that 
either federal of provincial bonusing 
would operate in the long run to the 
detriment of the project. Dr. Widtsoe 
will return to Salt Lake City, and 
write a full detailed report from that 
city giving figures on the result of his 
investigation.

An exchange says: “The continued 
cold weather and deep snow is raising 
havoc with horses and stock in gen- 
eral that have to run the range un- 
protected and unfed. The deep snow 
makes it difficult for the horses to 
rustle for feed, On unoccupied lands 
there may be seen scores of horses 
and cattle with their toes turned up. 
Lack of feed and shelter is the cause 
of it. Pioneer conditions in the out- 
lying districts of Alberta still are in 
the way of shelter for cattle and stock 
and is something to be deplored. The 
same conditions hold all over the pro- 
vince, where there is much open graz- 
ing land. Cold winters and an abun- 
dance of snow reveal these conditions,

A.T.A. SUGGESTS 
PENSIONS BILL 


The school teachers of the province 
are seeking enactment of legislation 
providing for pensions for members 
of the profession upon retirement. A 
delegation representing teachers’ or- 
ganizations from all parts of the pro- 
vince and others interested waited 
upon the cabinet on Saturday and 
presented their proposal. No definite 
statement was made by the govern- 
ment but the premier intimated that 
the matter would be taken under 
careful consideration, The attitude 
of the government 22; = whole was 
sympathetic to the pisposal. 

The delegation was introduced by 
George Andrews, M.L.A., for Sedge- 
wick. FF. S. Selwood, chairman of 
the Calgary school board, outlined the 
scheme of retirement pensions as fol- 
lows: The teachers to turn over two 
and one-half percent of their salaries 
and the government to add a similar 
amount. The fund which would be 
created to me invested in government 
bonds, The fund would amount. to 
about $250,000 when the scheme was 
well under way and the interest would 
be $12,500,000 the first year and would 
gradually increase. 

The pensions would range from 
$480 to $1200, depending upon the 
length of service. This scheme pro- 


vides for retirement at sixty. The 
delegation pointed out that under 


the present conditions existing in the 
profession there was not sufficient 
future in store fer the average per- 
son to interest them for more than a 
Young men and women 
took the necessary training to be ad- 
mitted to the profession, but for the 
most part they made of it only a step- 
ping stone to something better. 
This condition could be overcome 
along the 


few years.

Credit means confi- 
dence—credit means service when ex- 
tended to you by your merchant, 
whether it be individual or in a cor- 
poration, is an aim worth of our at- 
tainment.

Mail Order 
Catalogues 


Many addresses have been deliver 
ed during recent years by men who 
have taken the pains to investigate 
business conditions of various kinds, 
and among these some who have made 
w point of finding out just what pol 
icy is adopted by mail order houses 
to get the best results from the dis 
tribution of their catalogues. If they 
were to send these out indiscrimin 
ately there would be great waste and 
undue cost. These publications cost 
a great deal of money, and it is highly 
essential that they bring results from 
the localities throughout which the 
are circulated. 

To secure such results they study 
two main features. They consider, 
first, the purchasing power of the pe 
ple in the various sections of the 
country. Then they make a point of 
secing to what extent these people 
are served by advertisements of live 
local business houses in such locali- 
ties. If the home newspapers are in- 
differently used, the advertisemen‘s 
careless and ineffectively prepared; 
if there is an air of lassitude among 
the business men; then, and in those 
places, these people see a fruitful field 
for exploitation. This is where they 
look for a rich harvest—moncy to 
spend, requiring only the going after 
to get it. 

This is not mere surmise. It has 
repeatedly so been stated in public 
addresses, and is undoubtedly a fact. 

The logical conclusion, therefore, 
which might be reached from such 
statements is that local merchants in 
the various places where good home 
papers are pubilshed should avail 
themselves more generally and more 
effectively of the services which such 


papers offer to the business man. 


offer a service which, while greatly 
appreciated by the mail-order houses, 
does not seem to be taken advantage 
of by the very people who should 
be only too pleased that such a ser- 
vice is available. 


It has frequently been proven that 


ly read than probably any other class 
of publication. This being the case, 
merchants in the smaller towns and 
cities might quite properly adopt the 
same policy, even though it be in a 
more modified degree, that is used 
by the larger firms, who find it high- 
ly profitable to spend large amounts 
of money in publicity of various kinds 
to secure trade—Vernon News. 


High Cost 
Of Living 


It is not the cost of the raw mater- 
jal nor the cost of the labor which 
goes into the making of our various 
requirements which is responsible for 
the present-day high cost of living, 
but the charges piled up on these by 
the various agencies through which 
they pass from the time the raw ma- 
terial leaves the farm, forest or mine 
until it becomes the property of the 
ultimate consumer. . 


This is well illustrated in the case 
of a pair of shoes. Bulletin 360, page 
156, of the United Scates bureau of 
labor statistics, says the labor on a 
pair of shoes costs only 37 cents in- 
chiding the pay of superintendent, 
office staff, foreman and all persons 
connected with the necessary working 
of the factory plant. The wage cost 
of making the shoes is only 37 cents. 
A great many other costs bring 
the price up before the shoes leave 
the factory. The cost of leather and 
other materials has to be taken into 
and the cost of overhead 
and of selling. There was labor in 
the providing of materials, their 
transportation and delivery, and in 
the shipping of the shoes. 

Then they are bought and sold two 
or three times before they reach the 
man who is going to wear them. Per- 
haps before they are finally sold to 


account, 


the user of them they may have been 
shown to five or fifty customers who 
did not buy them, and. they may 


have been on the ‘retailer's sheives 
(paid for by him, but unsold ‘by him) 
for two months or two years. Money 
is worth interest whether it is in a 
savings bank or in boots and shoes 
on a dealer’s shelves—and this in- 
terest has to be paid by boot and shoe 
buyers whether they know it or not. 
Although each particular pair of 
shoes does not always pay its own 
share of the interest, the total turn- 
over of the stock must pay it, or the 
retailer fails in business, 

Shoes are kept in paper boxes, and 
labor is employed in making these. 
There is printing on the boxes, and 
labor is used in the printing and in 
making of the machinery that does 
the printing. The retailer occupies a 
store which labor built, shelves and 
counters had to be put in by labor, 
chairs and tables are used. Boots 
and shoes have to pay for all the 
labor and must pay the rent. 

It is a highly complicated system 
that furnishes you with the boots you 
wear—-or anything else that you wear 
or use—and quite a host:of persons 
share in the difference between the 
10c per Ib paid the farmer for the 
hide, 87 cents paid for labor in the 
shoe factory and the $12 that your 
boots cost you when you bought them.

BEWARE OF ALASKA 
OR ‘MIRACLE’ WHEAT 


Although tried time and again by 
numerous experimental stations, ‘Al- 
aska” or “Miracle” wheat has failed 
to gain a place for itself, except 
among those who would exploit it for 
their own financial gain. But unless 
history fails to repeat itself this 
spring, we may expect soon to see 
the signs of an aggressive campaign, 
having as its objective the sale of 
this wheat to western farmers. We 
may expect to read or hear about the 
marvellous yields that it is capable 
of producing under “all conditions of 
growth.” One of the promoters of 
this wheat, a few years ago claimed 
that from one head he obtained a re- 
turn of seven pounds and from these 
seven pounds he produced 1545 pounds 
or an increase of approximately 220-

The fact that it has 
never -become established in spite of 
the remarkable advertising it has re- 
ceived is a good indication of its in- 
feriority, Producers, however, resur- 
rected it periodically, and owing to 
its striking and unusual appearance, 
manage to sell it to the unsuspecting 
farmer at exorbitant prices. As far 
back as 1840 the records show of one 
enterprising gentleman offering this 
wheat at $5 per head. 

The essential facts concerning Al- 
aska wheat have been summed up 
nicely in a bulletin published, at the 
conclusion of extensive tests con- 
} ducted at many points in the U.S, 
by the United States department of 
agriculture (Bulletin No, 357, 1916, 
P. 27). This summary is as follows: 

1. That it has been used in this 


country very often as a means of de- |} 


ceiving people and very seldom as a 
farm crop;

‘Edmonton, Feb. 27.—Non-tax payers 
in municipal districts of Alberta will 
be called upon to contribute up to $1 
;a month each for a medical relief 
fund by the terms of a bill introduced 
in the legislature Thursday afternoon 
by Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
health and agriculture. The bill pro- 
vides for the relief of indigent persons 
who are themselves taxpayers, in any 
municipal district which votes itself 
into the municipal relief district and 
in improvement districts. 

The relief is to be given through a
